On Col. Kuert by Jack Lutz, ri 
This City, Causes His Arrest. 


Now in the Guard. House and Will be 


Tried by Court Hartial. 


A dispatch from Chickamauga Park, 


Ga., May 31, concerns a well known 
Lima young man, a member of com- 
pany C, 


Colonel Kuert, of the Second Ohio 


Regiment, has taken prompt and ef- 
fective steps to pnnish a man who is 
believed to have been inspired by a 
commissioned officer to an endeavor to 
stir up bad feeling in the regiment. 
John Lutz, who was only recently 
tendered a consulship at a yellow 
fever resort in South America by 
Lieutenant Charles Dick, is. an enlist- 
ed man in the second regiment, as 
well as a politician. He i* also corre- 
spondent for a paper in Lima. One 
day last week Captain Bell, of Com- 
pany C, turned out for dress parade 
with only 19 men in line. Colonel 
Kuert asked him where all his men 
were, and the captain's reply was that 
13 of them were sick. 


•'That doesn't account for 69 men,'* 


said Colonel Kuert. "Get the rest ot 
them in line at once!" 


The company turned out with about 


35 men in line 


A few days since the Lima paper 


published an attack upon Colonel 
Kuert, alleging that he had required 
sick men to turn out for dress parade, 
and that it was Ms fault that the regi- 
ment "\i* not have fried chicken and 
ice cream throe times a day. A copy 
of the paper came to the hands of 
Colonel Kuert yesterday, and he 
promptly ordered th<s arrest of Corre- 
spondent Lutz. Lutz spent the night 
in his tent under guard, and this morn- 
ing was transferred to the regimental 
guardhouse. Colonel Kuert has pre- 
icrred charges against him to Briga- 
dier General Poland, and he will be 
Tied by court-martial. 


The offense with which he is charged 


is punishable with sis months' im- 
prisonment in a military prison.

Nearly all the crutches made in 


this country for use hers and for ex- 
port to foreign countries, principal- 
ly to tl)s? West Indies, to Mexico, 
Central America and South Ameri- 
ca, are made in four or five factories 
in Now England and two or three 
factories in other parts of the coun- 
try. Perhaps three-fourths or more 
of them are made in New England, 
a great number being produced by 
a single factory in New Hampshire, 
A few crutches are made to order 
outside of the factories, but they 
are very few. Almost without ex- 
ception, nnd including tlioso made to 
order, crutches arc made in the fac- 
tories. Most of the factories tire lo- 
cated whore they are so as to bo as 
neiir as possible to forests of suita- 
ble timber, and because of tho great- 
er cheapness of labor.
